New London, Conn.—Partly  dis- 
abled by coastguard gunfire, .. the 
British motorship Temiscouda, be- 
lieved from St. Johns, N.F., carry- 
ing a crew of six, and a liquor cargo 
valued at $75,000, was captured on 
Monday, off Culloden Point, on the . 
north shore of Long Island ‘sound, 
The ,boat, a 65 ft. craft, powered by 
three engines, was to be taken from 
port Monday, to New York,’ where 
the crew will be arraigned on smug- 
gling charges. Two one pound shells 
fired by the C.G. 288, after the boat 
had ignored warning shots, tore 
through the British boat. One. of 
the shells crashed through a fuel 
tank above the deck, and 
the crafts engine room with gasoline.

Mr. Halkett’s speech was the mair 
one of the evening. He brought to 
the people of Lacombe a message 
of cheer and optimism. His: first 
message was one of sympathy to the 
Lacombe people in the loss of Mr. 
Carruthers, who he said, ‘‘Was a 
man of sterling character and one 
hard to replace in Alberta. He then 
thanked the chairman for the kind 
words spoken by him, in regard to 
Mr. Jackson and the C.P.R. in gen- 
eral. Mr. Halkettt reviewed the ad- 
vancement of transporation during 
the past 106 years, as which time the 
first locomotive went into action. He 
elso outlined the advancement in com- 
munication from the time of the foot 
messenger to the era of telegraphs 
and radios. 

In dealing with the question of 
the ;Grade Crossing menace, Mr 
Halkett said that the law should be 
more rigidly enforced if the loss of 
life in this way was to be curbed 
‘<The train can not dodge the auto, 
he said, ‘‘and to eliminate every 
grade crossing would cost a sum of 
money in excess of the National 
debt of the country. A law should be 
passed making every car come to a 
dead stop before proceeding across 
the tracks.‘‘ In closing, he said: 
‘<The present crisis in the history of 
the country is only temporary and 
.that there were better times ahead.’’ 

H. B. Smith, assistant Editor of the 
Nor-West Farmer, addressed the 
audience to some length, telling them 
the manner, in which a ‘‘Master 
Farmer’’ was chosen, and he called 
upon P. C. Switzer, Master Farmer 
of the district to state his views on 
the movemert. 

Mr. Switzer, in a pleasing talk 
gave his experience with the Mas- 
ter Farmer’s movement. ~He told of 
his surprise when he was _ notified 
that he was the nominee of the La- 
combe Agricultural Society to re- 
present this district.

Lacombe is a 
Tough Town? 


In an address to the W.C.T.U. at 
Stettler last week, Rev. R. B.- Layton 
gave his hearers an earful when he 
told of the dé@plorable conditions in 
Lacombe as regards the liquor traf- 
fic. Mr. Layton, according to the 
report of his speech in the Stettler 
Independent, said, among other 
things: 

‘*T came to this province in 
1924, just at the close of the Pro- 
hibition regime, and I saw noth- 
ing of bootleggers running ram- 
pant, or thick as sparrows in a 
hedge, nor did I see youth de- 
graded and debauched nor young 
men and women (and many edu- 
cated at that) addicts to drink, 
as we see all about us today.’’ 

‘‘T did not in those days see 
or hear of young girls drunk in 


dance halls, in autos, in public 
eating places, nor high school 
~ boys and girls in the basement 


drinking liquor, while the dance 
was going on, as happened re- 
cently in my own ‘Town.’ 

The above quotation appears to be 
pretty strong, but. we must make al- 
lowance for the fact that he was 
talking to an audience that craved 
that kind of stuff, and so we do not 
take it so very seriously. In this 
what they are looking for. 

When Mr. Layton is aware of the 
terrible conditions in Lacombe, we 
think he is very derelict in his duties 
when he does not report. infractions 
of the law to the proper authorities. 
The liquor control Board will put the 
entire enforcement machinery of the 
Province at his disposal, and any 
case he may report will be prosec- 
uted to the limit. 

_As to not seeing bootleggers who 
were with us in Lacombe during pro- 
hibition, this fact is possibly due to 
the feeling of the bootleggers that 
Mr. Layton was not in the market for 
their products, and did not give him 
the number of their license 
plates. However, regular visits were 
made to Lacombe, as most of our 
citizens know. 

We think Mr. Layton should have 
taken the matter of school children 
drinking liquor in the basement of 
the school to the School Board as 
soon as he learned of the disgrace- 
ful affair. The Board is entirely ig- 
norant of these conditions, and his 
remarks at Stettler came as a ter- 
rible shock to them. It is up to the 
School Board to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the charge. 

In his address Mr. Layton spoke 
of the advertising being put before 
the public by the Moderation League, 
and classed every newspaper in Al- 
berta as being ‘‘Wet’’ because they 
carried these advertisements. We 
will inform Mr. Layton that there is 
not one ‘‘Wet” newspaper in the 
Province. Our columns are open to 
all legitimate advertisers. Mr. Lay- 
ton might as well call the United 
Church a ‘‘Wet” institution because 
a portion of its support came from 
people connected in one way or an- 
other with the liquor concerns. There 
is not a newspaper in Alberta that 
would not gladly and strongly sup- 
port prohibition if any assurance of 
being able to enforce it could be giv- 
en. Prohibition has always been a 
farce so far as this continent is con- 
cerned, and we would sooner see the 
liquor traffic controlled consistently 
by a ‘‘Dry’’ government, such as we 
hav in Alberta, than to have the pfo- 
vince at the mercy of a bunch of 
bootlegging desperadoes who recog- 
nize no law whatever.

Lacombe Agricultural College 


It will be good news for the people 
of Lacombe and district that the fed- 
eral department of agriculture is 
planning the construction of a farm 
school with aceommodation for 50 
paps and a dormitory in conjunc- 
tion with the experimental farm at 
Lacombe where practical farming 
only will be taught, Hon. R. H. Weir, 
minister of agriculture stated Fri- 
day, on his arrival in Calgary from 
Ottawa. 

Ilcn. Mr. Weir, after addressing 
a meeting of Alberta livestock~ men 
here, left for Olds by automobile, ac- 
companied by Hon. G. H. Hoadley, 
minister ef Health and Agriculture 
in the provincial government. The 
provincial farm school at Olds was 
inspeeted. Owing to pressmg en- 
gagements, Mr. Weir was unable to 
visit Laocmbe on this tour. 

The minister made it clear 
practical farming only will be taught 
at the new school. It had been felt 
for some time, he said, that the val- 
uable information made available 
through the operation of the experi- 
mental farm could be put to better 
use if pupils were right on the 
ground. Livestock feeding of all 
kinds will also be included in the 
eurriculum,’’ Mr. Weir said.
